The 
immorality has centered largely about 
the dormitories and student boarding 
houses, the latter especially.

thousands, of girl students purchase 
their education at a price that would 
seem Incredible to western ears. For 
Instance, it is admitted that nearly all 
ot the 1,500 Chinese students here af- 
ford homes to Japanese girl students, 
or pseudo students.

u novel. A man may die for every day 
of the year dtirini; tho construction 
ol a ciiHHlnn or river tunnel, but the 
men who escape 
tell 
stories that 


would enhance the fame of Hugo. Toe, 
or Kimono Sue. Tho sacrifice of life 
in public works, too. Is a story apart 
from tho recoid of seven lives ended 
hv violence In this city for every day 
In 'he vear. It takes no count of the 
men. women and children killed by 
accidents in tho streets—one victim 
fur every sunset. 


A hint' of the sacrifice of life in pub- 


lie wotlis was found In the records of 
the bo.ird of coroners in Manhattan, 
l.a-it yeai there were 2,100 deaths by 
violence in the boroughs, and 081, or 
neiiilv one third, wero caused by falls, 
explosions, the collapse of earth In ex- 
cavations, premature blasts, and fall- 
Ini; rooks and timbcis. The river tun- 
nels were pushed forward at tho cost

The "sand hogs 
were provided with dressing rooms, 
hot baths, steam elevators to carry 
them to the surface, and plenty of 
hot coffee. 
Some of the men were 


attacked by caisson disease, but none 
of them ended fatally. 


This great public work was not to 


bo accomplished, however, without 
the usual tribute ot human life. The 
working force on tho bridge varied 
from 400 to 800 men. 
Twenty of 


them were killed, mostly by falls. As 
was the case 
with 
the Brooklyn 


bridge, some of tho escapes 
were 


grotesque, some almobt miraculous. 


Willlamsburg Bridge Fire. 


Many New Yorkers will recall tho 


splendid spectacle one night early Ir 
November, 1002, when burning oil and

believed, they had passed too quickly 
from the compressed airlocks to the 
surface. A conspicuous example was 
the death ot young Channlng Bullard 
on January 8, last 
Bullard was a 


big husky fellow, a graduale of Cam- 
bridge Latin school, and an expert 
electrician. lie started to learn tun- 
neling, and decided to begin at the 
bottom by becoming a "sand hog.' 
He passed the examinations and went 
to work on a Monday morning as a 
hydraulic fitter in the Pennsylvania 
tunnel under the Bast river. When 
he came lo the surface that night ho 
almost fainted with "the bends." The 
physician took him back Into the tun- 
nel put him in the medical airlock 
at the foot ot the shaft, and, as la

Railroads Win Big Suit. 


The Wisconsin supreme court hand-

Lives Lost in Subway.

the dark recesses of the East river 
tunnels or a Harlem bluff, the re-

calculated blasts, or, an avalanche of 
soggy soil. In 1900, when the sub- 
way was started, 27 workmen and 
eight outsiders were involved In acci- 
dents more or less 
serious.

many points in 1901, and the number 
ot casualties was swelled to 176. Of 
thoso killed or injured,

Public Utility Bill Passed. 


Tho public utility bill passed by the 


legislature Is the most radical law- 
making step taken during this session 
of the legislature.

provides that all concerns, private or 
public, supplying water, electric light, 
or any other such convenience lo the 
people, must be operated under a sot 
of books which shows Uio allowance 
for depreciation and other such de- 
tails. Municipal plants must make 
allowances for the tax paid by privato 
concerns in making rates for sorvlcn, 
and such rates must bo sufficient lo 
ontlnue the concern on a profit pay- 
ng basis. AH the 
corporations 
In- 


cluded In the act are under the con- 
rol of the railway commission, and 
he bill Includes erery public utility 
except electric railways. 
Tho 
bill 


gives the railway commission power 
,o fix rates for all service by public 
itllity corporations, and all franchises 
now existent are made exclusive. 


Bar Lobbyists from Floor. 


The assembly adopted a resolution 


barring lobbyists from the floor of 
the chamber during sessions. 
The 


measure was introduced by Duncan 
McGregor and constitutes an amend- 
ment to the rules defining what por 
tion of the chamber shall 
be 
re 


served to the members. It is aimed 
it is understood, at legislative agents 
of insuiance companies and 
othet 


corporations Interested In importan 
legislation still pending. 


Chief Cause of Danger. 


The largo number of casualties on 


the North river works is explained 
by the peculiar difficulties of the 
work. The Bast river tunnels were 
driven largely through rock. 
In the 


North river the tunnels must be 
driven, through masses of soft silt, 
varying from oozing mud to treacher- 
ous quicksands. 
The compressed air 


must be maintained at a higher pres- 
sure to keep out the water. The dan- 
ger is greatest from a "blowout" or 
a leak, with its suddon inrush of 
water. Indeed, the old heading of the 
tunnel which crosses thrj North river 
at Morton street wan abandoned at 
one time because so many lives were 
lost by "blowouts." 


Last January eight "sand hogs" 


fought for their live* In a caisson 
nearly 100 feet under ground at the 
Hudson companies' terminal at Fulton 
and Church streets. 
There -was a 


"blowout" and a sudden inrush of 
water. The eight men scrambled for 
the ladder reaching up to the door 
of the airlock. The opening was only 
large enough for ona man to pass 
through at a time, and the men fought 
on the ladder to be the first to reach 
It, Two of them fell back into the 
water in a struggling heap. A third 
got his head through the door and was 
dragged back by two others. All three 
fell on a fourth, and a'l had a duck- 
Ing. Finally the rescuers In the air- 
lock hoisted them from their trap. 


No Reapportlonment. 


At a joint meeting of the apportion 


ment committees it was determine 
that no necessity existed at the pres 
eut time justifying a reapportlonmen 
of the state into new senate 
an 


assembly districts. While It was con- 
ceded that there were certain districts 
somewhat out of 
proportion as 
to 


population, a general analysis of the 
districts demonstrated that If specific 
changes were made an entirely new 
apportionment would be necessary. 


Affects Game Wardens. 


A new bill came from the commit- 


tee on fish and game, designed to 
curb, to some extent at least, the po- 
litical activities o£ the deputy game 
warden. 
The bill provides that the 


compensation of deputies shall be 
two dollars per day and they also re- 
ceive one-half.. the amount collected 
In fines from prosecutions instituted 
by them. 


Changes Rates oh Grain. 


The state railroad commission is- 


sued an order requiring the Chicago 
& Northwestern and Illinois Central 
railroads to make a joint through rate 
on grain from Norwalk, Monroe coun- 
ty, to Basco, Dane county, of not to 
exceed ten conts per 100 pounds, and 
from Reedsburg, Ablemans and North 
Freedom, Sank county, to Dasco ot 
not to exceed 8% cents.

Parasite Attacks Florida's Giant Tret, 


Which Is Over 300 Years Old. 


The famous great oak in the beau- 


tiful park surrounding the 
Tampa 


Bay Hotel, and which i? known as 
the De Soto oak. for the reason that 
De Soto camped under it when he 
landed on this coast, is doomed to 
death It has been attacked by a par- 
take which has killed whole forests 
in Florida. 
, 


The parasite is a sort of moss which 


blows off other trees with the -wind. 
Whatever tree it lands on there it 
sticks. The parasite burrows Into the 
tree. 
It breeds very fast, and the 


moss It makes grows just as rapidly. 
Whenever It lands on a tree, the be- 
ginning of the end for the life ol that 
tree Is a settled fact 


Strangely enough, too, It produces 


a plant in the branches pt the tree 
very much like a water lily in ap- 
pearance. It blooms and produces a 
remarkable effect when the flowers 
are on. In time the moss hangs down 
la wsat confusion trom every branch 


ot the tree and all over its trunk. 
The sap is sucked from the tree, and 
its death Is but a question of time. 


The De Soto oak is going by the 


boards the same way. And it seems 
a great pity. It is a giant among the 
great oaks ot the universe. It is over 
30 feot around at its base and well up 
in height, rears its head several hun- 
dred feet, and has gigantic branches 
reaching out. as straight as a chalk 
line, for a distance of over 50 feet. 
It Is known to be over 300 years old. . 


But it is an ill wind that' blows 


nobody good. The strings' moss, not 
much wider than several strands of 
hair from a horse's mane or tall, is 
put through a cleaning process In 
Florida and is shipped north to fac- 
tories, where it is used as a substl 
tute for hair In the stuffing of sofa: 
and mattresses tor beds.—Cinclnnat 
Enquirer.

Most farmers have too 


much grass already with their trees 
for their own or their owner's good, 
writes George C. Hill, In Farmers' Re- 
view. Tho orchard Is mowed or pas- 
tured; the trees are sod-bound, stunt- 
ed, starved, drought sick, unproduc- 
tive. 
I am acquainted with one pro- 


ductive orchard In Wisconsin that is 
In grass. It contains about 100 trees, 
many of them 30 years old. About 
one-third of the number aro FauieuBe. 
The orchard was In cultivation 12 or 
IB years. The trees were headed low 
and 
cultivation 
became 
difficult. 


Then it was seeded to clover. 
After 


some years June grass took posses- 
sion of the ground. Tho grass mulch 
method would cut the grass and pile 
It under tho trees to keep the soil 
moist and make fertility. 
Our prac- 


tice Is to take up one crop ot grass 
and top dress liberally with stable 
manure. 
No 
pasturing Is allowed. 


The second crop of grass makes a 
cover crop for winter protection. Any 
small trees liable 
to be girdled aro 


banked with earth or coal ashes. The 
low habit ot the trees makes it too 
shady under the branches for grass 
to flourish. Th» tough sod is not 
found there. Fruit that falls to the 
ground meets a clean, comfortable 
reception. 
The 
trees 
havo 
been 


longer lived than those planted on 
neighboring 
farms 
with 
different 


treatment. 
No trees were lost or ap- 


parently Injured during the destruc- 
tive winter of 1898 and 1899.

A bill was introduced In the senate 


authorizing the governor, 
secretary 


of state and attorney general to set- 
tle the so-called 
back tax 
cases 


against the railroad companies. Since 
the decision of the Supreme court 
holding that the state is barred by' 
the statute of limitations trom an 
accounting with the railroads within 
six years of the time the suits for the 
taxes were commenced, the railroads 
have suggested that the matter be 
compromised.

possibilities of commercial black wal- ' 
nut culture, but the profits from such 


i projects often have been prospective 


rather thau real. The fact remains, 
however, that the black walnut is a 
most valuable tree, and possesses 
many characteristics which commend 
It for general planting. For roadside 
planting it is often a desirable tree, 
but its habit of coming into full leat 
late and dropping its leaves early, and 
by the fact that in the east it Is often 
disfigured by the fall web worm. As a 
forest tree in commercial plantations 
its use is to be encouraged wherevei 
conditions of soil and site are adapted 
to its needs.—United States Bureau

by tho im 


perial palaco la tho moat uignlflcair

of tho nation's anxieties;

shaking their heads and looking gravi 
over It; for reasons 
which

presently show. 


So great is the craze for education 


that, although the rather loose figure 
of tho Japanese government give 91.4 
per cent, of tho population of schoo 
ago as under instruction (an Amer 
can educator here figures it as 09.0 
per cent., according to western reck 
onlng), there Is not room In tho in 
stltutlons of higher grade for all th 
applicants. 
Japan has only eight co 


leges and two universities, but eac 
ot these has a very largo enrollrnen 
I heard tho other day ot 1.000 st 
dents bolng examined for 
entranc 


Into a class that could admit but 
The rejected students feel disgrace 
and this is ono causo of tho suicld' 
that are BO common among tills class 
of tho Japanese. 


It is freely stated that much of the 


modern education Is quite superficial. 
Certainly tho students prove a fertile 
field for tho exploitation of socialists 
and other agitators. 
Thero aro not 


places In the nation for these educat-1 
ed young 
men 
commensurate with 


then- ambitions. 
So there is consid- 


erable political as well as social un- 
rest. 


One striking result of the craze for 


education la tho universal desire to 
learn English, which is regarded as 
tho language of progress and civiliza- 
tion. There is no similar zest for 
French or German. Tho higher pub- 
lic schools teach English, and tens of 
thousands are learning it 
privately.

Japanese have como to me since I 
have been here for help In English.

Doshisha, founde 


by tho runaway youth, Joseph Hard 
Neeslma, who was trained in a horn 
and Is now esteemed by the nation as 
ono of its great men.

which is located at Kioto, is tho most 
famous of mission schools in 
this 


country, and 11 is'still doing success- 
ful work, with about 600 students. 
The average age of the latter is lower 
than formerly, as seems to be -he 
case with all long-established mission 
schools.

A number of railroads have 
offered to furnish facilities in the way 
of special trains and necessary assis- 
tance for the prosecution of the work. 
The entire expense of the work is to be 
met by the various railroad companies 
to whom the results of the investiga- 
tion will be of great value. The work, 
which is in charge of,i committee of 
which I'ro. Tnrncaurc is a member, 
will be carried on by a number of ev 
pi-rK including several members of 
the faculty of the university college of 
engineering. It is expected that the 
field work will be begun during the 
coming summer, and that a large am- 
ount of interesting and valuable data 
will be secured.
